leaſt againſt thoſe laws which were his 


ſuperiors : and in all theſe ſenſes, no hiſtory 


can afford us a more evident example of 


tyranny, or more out of all poſſibility of 
excuſe, or palliation, than that of the per- 


ſon whom you are pleaſed to defend; whe-

againſt all his ſuperiors, or his uſurpation

| - Firſts beeaaſe all power belongs 
| only to God, who is the ſource and foun- 
tain of it, as kings are of all honours in 
their dominions, Prinees are but his vice- 
roys in the little provinces of this world; 
and to ſome he gives their places for a 
few years, to ſome for their lives; and to 
others (upon ends of deſerts beſt known 
to himſelf, or trierely for his vndiſputable 
good pleafute) he beſtows, as it were, 
leaſes upon them, and their poſtetity, for 
ſuch a date of time 4s js prefixed in that 
patent of their deſtiny, Which is not legi- 
ble to you men below. Neither is it more 
unlawful for Oliver to ſucceed Charles in 
rhe kingdom of England, when God ſo 
 diſpoſes of it, than it had been for him 
to have ſucceeded the Lord Strafford in 
the lieutenancy of Ireland, if he had bern 
appointed to it by the king then reignitig. 
Men are in both the caſes obliged to obey 
him, whom they * actually inveſted with 
the 
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the authority by that ſovereign from whom 
he ought to derive it, without diſputing or 
examining the cauſes, either of the removal 
of the one, or the preferment of the other. 
Secondly, . becauſe - all power is attained, 
either by the election and conſent of the 
people (and that takes away your objec- 
tion of forcible intruſion) ; or elſe, by a con- 
queſt of them (and that gives ſuch a legal 
authority as you mention to be wanting 
in the uſurpation of a tyrant); ſo that 
either this title is right, and then. there are 
no uſurpers, or. elſe it is a wrong one, and 
then there are none elſe but uſurpers, if 
you examine the original pretences of the 
princes of the world. Thirdly, (which, 
quitting the diſpute in general, is a parti- 
cular juſtification of his highneſs) the go- 
vernment of England was totally broken 
and diſſolved, and extinguiſned by the con- 
fuſions of a civil war; ſo that his highneſs 
could not be accuſed to have poſſeſſed him- 
ſelf violently of the antient building of 
the. commonwealth, but to have prudently 
and 
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and peaceably built up a new one out of 
the ruins and aſhes, of the former; and he 
= who, a after. a deplorable ſhipwreck, can with 
extraordinary induſtry gather together the | 
diſperſed and broken planks and pieces of 
it, and with no leſs wonderful art and feli- 
city ſo rejoin them as to make a new veſ- 
ſel more tight and beautiful than the old 
one, deſerves, no doubt, to have the com- 
mand of her (even as his highneſs had) 
by the deſire of the ſeamen and paſſengers 
themſelves. And do but conſider, laſtly, 
(for I omit a multitude of weighty things, 
that might be ſpoken upon this noble ar- 
gument) do but conſider ſeriouſly and 

impartially with yourſelf, what admirable 
Parts of wit and prudence, what indefatiga- 
ble diligence and invincible courage, muſt 
of neceſſity have concurred in the perſon 
of that man, who, from ſo contemptible 
beginnings (as I obſerved before), and 
through ſo many thouſand difficulties, was 
able not only. to make himſelf the greateſt, 
* moſt abſolute monarch of this na- 


tion; 
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tion; but to add to it the entire nqueſt 

of Ireland and Scotland (which the whole 
force of the world Joined with the Roman 
virtue could never attain to), and to crown 
All this with illuſtrious and heroical under- 
takings and ſucceſſes upon all our foreign 
enemies: do but (I ſay again) conſider 
this, and you will confeſs, that his pro- 
Aigious merits wete a better title to impe- 
rial dignity, than the blood of an hundred 
royal progenitors ; and will rather lament 

that he lived not to overcome more na- 
tions, than envy him the conqueſt and 
dominion of theſe,” _

What power he ſuffers the devil 
to exerciſe in this world, is too apparent 
by our. daily experience; and By nothing 
more chan the late monſtrous iniquities 
which you difpute for, and patronize in 
Englatid: but would you infer from thence, 
that the power of the devil is a juſt and 
lawful one; atid that all men degli e as well

conquer others for us? did we furniſh him 
with arms, only to draw and try. upon our 
enemies (as we, it ſeems, falſely: thought 
them), and keep them for ever ſheathed in 
the bowels of his friends? did we fight for 
Uberty againſt our prince, that we might 
become ſlaves to our ſervant ? This is ſuch 
an impudent pretencez as neither he nor any 
of bis flatterers for him had ever the face 
to mention, Though it can hardly be 
Polen or thought of without paſſion, yer 
ſhall, if you pleaſe, argue it more calmly 
than the caſe deſerves, — 
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The cake certainly of conqueſt can only 


: be exerciſed upon thoſe, againſt whom the 


Par is declared, and the victory obtained. 


80 that no whole nation can be ſaid to be 


conquered, but by foreign force. In all 
civil wars, men are fo far from ſtating the 
quarrel againſt their countrey, that they 
do it only againſt a perſon, or party, which 
they really believe, or at leaſt pretend, to be 
pernicious to it; neither can there be any 


juſt cauſe for che deſtruction of a part of 


the body, but when it is done for the pre- 5 
ſervation and ſafety of the whole. It is 
our countrey that raiſes men in the quar- 
rel, our countrey that arms, our countrey 
that pays them, our countrey that autho- 
rizes the undertaking, and by that diſtin- 
guiſhes i it from rapine and murder ; laſtly, 
it is our countrey that directs and com- 
mands the army, and is indeed their ge- 


neral. So that to fay, in civil wars, that 


the prevailing party conquers their coun- 
trey; is'to ſay, the countrey conquers itſelf, 
ed if he a: wy of that party be 


the 
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che conqueror, the army by which: he is 

made ſo is no leſs conquered than the army 
which is beaten, and have as little reaſon 
to triumph. in that victory, by which they 
loſe bo both their Honour and liberty: So 
that, if Cromwell conquered any party, it 
was only that againſt which he was ſent; 
and what that was, muſt appear by his 
commiſſion, It was (ſays that) againſt a 
company of evil counſellors and diſaffected 
perſons, who kept the king from a good | 
1 and conjunction with his peo- 
ple. It was not then againſt the people. 
It is ſo far from being ſo, that even of that 
party which was beaten, the conqueſt did 
not belong to Cromwell, but to the parlia- 
ment which employed him in their ſervice, 
or rather indeed to the king and parliament, 
for whoſe ſervice (if there had been any 
faith in mens vows and proteſtations) the 
wars were undertaken. Merciful God! 
did the right of this miſerable conqueſt re-

A contention between two branches of 
the fame family: what would'become of us, 
When every man in England ſhould lay his 
claim to the government?

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there were few perſons. beſides, that might 
not at the ſame time have put in theirs too. 
But bis deſerts, I ſuppoſe, you will date 
from the ſame term that I do bis great de- 
merits, that is, from the beginning of our 
late calamities (for, as for his private faults 
before, I can only wiſh, and that with as 
much charity to him as to the public, 
that he had continued in them till his death, 
rather than changed them for thoſe of his 
latter days); and therefore we muſt begin the - 
conſideration of his greatneſs from the un- 
lucky #ra of our own misfortunes, which.

I have often obſerved (with all ſub⸗

God to make it appear, by the manner of 


them, that they are not the effects of hu- 


man force or policy, but of the divine 
juſtice and predeſtination; and, though 
we fee a man, like that which we call 
Jack of the clock-houſe, ſtriking, as it 
were, the hour of that fulneſs of time, yet 
our reaſon muſt needs be convinced, that 
his hand is moved by ſome ſecret, and, 
to us who ſtand without, inviſible direction. 
And the ſtream of the current is then ſo 
violent, that the ſtrongeſt men in the 
world cannot draw up againſt it; and 
none are ſo weak, but they may ſail down 
with it.

but ſeek in vain to diſcover any certain

then and induſtry of mankind is not ſuf- 

ficient to raiſe up dikes and ramparts 
againſt it, In ſuch a time it was as this, 

that not all the wiſdom. and power of the 
Roman ſenate, nor the wit and eloquence

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.of Cicers, nor the courage and virtue ef 
Brutus, was able to defend their countrey 
or themſelves againſt the unexpefithced 
raſhneſs of a beardleſs bay, and the looſe 
rage of a voluptuous madman [I]. The 
valour and prudent counſels on the one 
| fide are made fruitleſs, and the errors and 
cowardice on the other harnilefs, by un- 
expected accidents. The one general ſaves 
his life, and gains the whole world, by 4 
very dream; and the other loſes both at 
once, by a little miſtake of the ſhortneſs 
of his ſight n].
